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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant initially contends that the McMillan 
reference is not applicable in that the structure therein is more complicated that the structure in the instant invention. However, as 
discussed in the previous offce action, the McMillan device discloses the invention as claimed. The fact that the McMillan device 
includes additional structure is irrelevant. The Applicant further contends that it would not have been obvious to integrally form the tube 
G,g,F,f and the lid E as these elements must move relative to each other in order for the device to be operable. However, the above 
defined brush tube and lid in the McMillan device do not need to move relative to each other, i.e., rotation of lid E also causes rotation of 
the tube in order to enable flow through the ports. Accordingly, the Examiner maintains that the lid and the tube can obviously be formed 
as an intergral element . 
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
